an art. However, it consist of more 
{than simply whacking the tops of 
plants. Knowing the growth habits 
of plants is helpful in good prun- 
ing practices. Here are a few gener- 
al points in using the growth habits | 
of plants to achieve good results 
from pruning, 
| (1), All growth originates for a 
|bud. Make all cuts just above a 


cannot produce growth and will} 
die, Dead wood is always a hazard | 
to the health of a plant. 

(2), New growth will follow the 
general direction the terminal or 
foremost bud is pointing. This fact 
may be applied to direct future 
| growth, By using it we may prune 
to make plants more compact and 
jto direct growth away from walks 
}and buildings, | 


(3). Flowering and _ berrying 
plants bear their crops on new 
wood, either one or two years old. 
To continue bearing, new fruiting 
wood must be produced each year. 
The amount of fruiting wood is in- 
creased by removing the terminal 
buds from stems. When this is done, 
nature causes several lateral buds 
to produce strong growth, thus | 
providing more new growth than 
the terminal bud would produce. | 

(4). While growth normally oc- | 
curs from either terminal or lateral | 
buds, when these are destroyed | 
emergency buds quickly develop to 


wood. Most berries are produced 
on two year old wood. This means 
it is difficult to prune berrying 
plants heavy without sacrificing 
berry production,
